WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.— What has 
become of the historic White House 
mint bed? No one seems to know, nor 
who gave the order that led to its dis- 
appearance. 

Andrew Jackson is said to have plant- 
ed it and no President since that time 
has touched it except to pull the richly 
flavored twigs and leaves from the 
branches of the plants. During all the 
changes in the White House buildings 
and grounds it has survived. 

But the place where it grew is cov, 
ered with fresh earth and there is not 
a twig or a sprig or apparently a root 
of it in existence. The bed was within 
a few feet of the Cabinet room and not 
far from the President's offices.

Last night the Omaha Clearing House 
issued a statement to the effect that 
the City National was solvent, and that, 
while it was believed the bank would 
be able to come through the present 
run without aid, other members of the 
Clearing House stood ready to extend 
help if needed. 

At the bank's office it was stated the 
bank last week declined to give an in- 
toxicated depositor $1000 in currency 
which he demanded. The run is de- 
clared to be the result. 

A recent report of the National Bank 
Examiner, who examined the bank’s 
books, showed the institution to be 
solvent, with a cash reserve 10 per 
cent greater than required by law. 

The last statement of the bank, which 
has a capital of $500,000, showed depos- 
its of $3,348,406, with loans and dis- 
counts of $2,251,003. It had a capital 
balance of $1,108,127.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—The existence 


of still another daughter of “Big Tim” 
Sullivan—a girl acknowledged by him, 


yet apparently unknown to members of 
his immediate family until his estate 
came to be settled up, was revealed yes- 
terday in a petition for a court order 
filled before the Supreme Court. 

The petitioner, Margaret A. Holland, 
describing herself as general custodian 
for Margaret Catherine Sullivan, asked 
for an order authorizing her to accept 
a compromise of the latter person's 
claim against the estate of her father 
Timothy D. Sullivan. 

The affidavits accompanying the peti- 
tion recite that Margaret Catherine Sul- 
livan is now 17 years old, and that her 
father, instead of making provisions for 
her in his will, sssigned to her-on Nov. 
18, 1902, a $50,000 policy on his life in the 
Mutual Life Insurance Co. 

No notice of the assignment. however, 
was filed with the company, until the 
present year, when Meyer Nussbaum, 
attorney for the claimant, went through 
the formality. 

Having assigned the claim, the papers 
recite, Sullivan borrowed various sums 
of money from the Mutual Life against 
the policy from time to time, until his 
indebtedness had almost destroyed the 
face value of the policy. After the 
death of Timothy D. Sullivan, Nussbaum 
entered into negotiations with Patrick 
H. Sullivan and Lawrence Mulligan, ex- 
ecutors of the will, and finally has af- 
fected a settlement with them on behalt 
of Margaret Catherine Sullivan. 

By the terms of this settlement, it 
appears, the executors will repay the 
loan against the policy from the residuo 
of the estate. 

Margaret Catherine Sullivan could not 
be found yesterday, but it was asserte’ 
that she is one of two daughters of 
Timothy D. Sullivan whom the rest of 
the family do not know. The other 
daughter, also a beneficiary of $60,000 1n- 
surance on her father’s life, is living in 
Indianapolis, it is said.

BRIDGE APPROACH 
GUNTROL IN BILL 


Rival Lines Restricted From 
Building in Measure Intro- 
duced by Paule. 


The ownership and control of rall- 
road approaches at both ends of the 
free bridge, with restrictions on the 
construction of rival approaches by the 
city, would be vested in the Manufac- 
tures’ Railway, Busch Terminal, under 
the terms of an eight-page bill intro- 
duced Tuesday by Councilman Paule at 
the request of the Busch road offi- 
cials. 

The bill is in contract form, extremely 
intricate in its numerous details, and 
Councilman Paule will ask that 500 
copies be printed when it is sent to 
committee next Friday. It is a modi- 
fication of the bill that was offered by 
the Busch road in 1910, which was al- 
lowed to die in a pigeon hole. 

Southern Approach Proposed. 
The Busch road proposal is that it 
be allowed to construct a southern ap- 
proach in St. Louis, terminating in or 
near Second street, in proximity to the 
Manufacturers’ Railway tracks, and an 
Iliinois approach to extend in any di- 
reetion, terminating east of the outer 
belt of the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion. It provides that the city may 
purchase these approaches at any time 
by payment of actual cost, to be de- 
termined by the rallroad's books, with- 
out interest. There is no provision 
enabling the city to regulate the kind 
of construction, or to select the con- 
tractor that will fix the price. 

The bill stipulates that the city shall 
not permit the construction of other 
railroad approaches that might interfere 
with the reasonable use of the bridge by

Events in the Frisco ease are significant of the 
new conscience and the new order in the re- 
ceivership. , eo ö 

Following the resignation of Thomas H. West, 
Receivers Nixon and Biddle have severed all offi- 
cial connection with the reorganized Frisco man- 


Board of Directors; Mr. Nixon resigns the presi- 
dency and Mr. Biddle the vice-presidency. 

The recéivers petition Judge Sanborn to deter- 
mine whether they shall sue officers and directors 
of the Frisco, who participated in the Brownsville 
deal, for restitution of profits. ' 

These acts indicate Judge Sanborn’s intention to 
free the receivership from any taint of connection 
with or the influence of the Yoakum-Campbell 
interests whose representatives were implicated 
in across-the-table deals and contracts by which 
they profited at the expense of the railroad. 

The first act of the reorganized receivership in 
seeking an order to file restitution suits signifies 
a commendable intention to protect all interests 
and to clean up the Frisco’s affairs. 

Persistence in this course will serve the inter- 
ests of investors and the public. It will mark 
a new standard of conduct for receivers of wrecked 
railroads. 

The resignations of Messrs. Nixon, Biddle and 
Bixby and the action of the receivers point to the 
disintegration of the Yoakum-Campbell group 
which hungrily sought the control of the re- 
organized road after contributing to the recent 
collapse of the system. 

The new board contains several former officers 
and directors who participated in profitable con- 
tracts and deals. It contains several men who 
were not officers or directors, but who partici- 
pated with officers and directors in at least one

and efficient public service corporation must see 
the necessity of freeing the Frisco management 
from all taint of official conspiracy against the 
system’s interests.

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MULHALL AND OTHER LOBBY HIRELINGS. 
The substantial accuracy of the Mulhall letters

The letters showed the inner, secret workings of 
an elaborate and costly system devised and ex- 
isting for the control of legislation at Washing- 
ton.
